Nesqualy,  which  are  reprinted  from  last  year.  They  have  been  arranged  ? ’ 
in  alphabetical  order,  as  the  most  ready  for  reference.  It  was  the  desire  > 
of  the  publishers  to  submit  a proof-sheet  of  each  Diocese  to  its  respective  C 
officials,  but,  except  to  those  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  they  have  been  ^ 
unable  to  do  so  and  have  the  work  published  in  season.  The  returns  ^ 
have,  however,  been  strictly  and  carefully  followed,  and  the  Directory  I 
will  be  found  as  correct  as  a work  of  the  kind  can  be  made.  It  is  the  f 
earnest  wish  of  the  publishers  to  place  it  before  the  public  not  later 
than  December  1.  ' 

They  would,  therefore,  again  respectfully  urge  upon  the  officials  of  ' 
the  different  Dioceses  the  necessity  of  promptly  complying  with  the  ' 
directions  of  their  annual  Circular.  Until  this  is  done,  the  publication 
of  the  work  will  always  be  attended  with  a delay  annoying  to  the  pub- 
lic, and  a matter  of  regret  to  the  publishers.

The  calends  were  the  first  day  of  each  mouth  among  the  Romans ; 
hence  a calendar  was  a list  of  the  months,  beginning  with  their 
calends. 

The  real  solar  year  contains  365  days,  5 hours,  48  minutes,  48  seconds; 
the  common  or  civil  year,  only  365  days..  But  for  the  neglect  of 
these  fractions,  Julius  Caesar  ordered  an  additional  day  to  be  given 
to  every  fourth  year,  introducing  it  alter  February  24,  in  Latin 
sextiles ; hence  these  years  are  called  Bissextile,  or,  in  English,  Leap 
Years.  The  Julian  Calendar  did  not  completely  rectify  the  error, 
and  Pope  Gregory  XIII.,  in  1582,  ordered  the  days  from  October  5 
to  14  in  that  year  to  be  suppressed,  and  the  century  years  1700, 
1800,  not  to  be  regarded  as  leap  years.  This  reform,  called  the 
Gregorian  Calendar,  Protestant  countries  refused  for  nearly  two 
hundred  years  to  accept ; but,  preferring  darkness  to  light,  retained 
the  erroneous  calendar.  In  New  York,  where  the  Dutch  used  the 
correct  calendar,  the  English,  on  conquering  the  province,  restored 
the  erroneous  form,  and  retained  it  for  a hundred  years. 

The  Epact  expresses  the  moon’s  age  on  the  first  day  of  the  year, 
and  is  used  to  determine  Easter,  which  depends  on  the  moon,  being 
always  the  first  Sunday  after  the  first  full  moon  after  the  vernal  equi- 
nox ( March  21). 

The  Golden  Number  is  the  number  of  years  that  have  elapsed  since 
a new  moon  fell  on  January  1.  It  is  obtained  by  adding  one  to  the 
date,  and  dividing  by  10,  the  number  of  ycirs  in  a cycle.

From  eleven  times  the  golden  number  subtract  10,  and  divide  by 
30,  subtract  1,  and  the  remainder  is  the  epact. 

The  epact  subtracted  from  34  gives  the  number  of  days  from 
March  21  to  the  next  ecclesiastical  full  moon,  and  the  following  Sun- 
day, shown  by  the  Dominical  letter,  is  Easter  Sunday. 

By  the  reformation  of  the  calendar  by  Pope  Gregory  XllL,  the 
year  began  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  consequently,  whenever 
and  wherever  the  new  style  of  reckoning  time  was  adopted,  then 
and  there  the  year  commenced  on  this  day. 

Previous  to  the  use  of  the  Gregorian  Calendar,  the  years  had 
different  days  of  beginning  at  various  times  in  the  same  and  different 
countries,  and  occasionally  at  the  same  time  in  the  same  country.  In 
most  countries  it  began  on  one  of  the  following  days: 

Christmas-day,  the  26th  of  December ; 

Circumcision-day,  the  1st  of  January; 

Lady-day,  the  25th  of  March ; and 

Easter-day,  the  day  of  the  Resurrection  of  our  Lord.

TO  ASCERTAIN  THE  LENGTH  OF  THE  DAY  AND  NIGHT. 

At  any  time  of  the  year  add  twelve  hours  to  the  time  of  the  sun’s 
setting,  and  from  the  sum  subtract  the  time  of  nsing,  for  the  length 
of  the  day.  Subtract  the  time  of  setting  from  twelve  hours,  and  to 
I the  remainder  add  the  time  of  rising  next  morning,  for  the  length  of 
the  night.  These  rules  are  equally  true  for  apparent  time.

IIOLYDAYS  OF  OBLIGATION. 

1.  The  Circumcision  of  Our  Lord — The  Epiphany — The  Annunci- 
ation of  the  B.  V.  Mary--*The  Ascension  of  our  Lord — Corpus  Christi 
— The  Assumption  of  the  B.  V.  Mary — All  Saints — Immaculate  Con- 
ception of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary — Nativity  of  our  Lord,  or 
Christmas. 

N.B. — Sundays,  and  the  feasts  which  fall  on  them,  are  not  included 
in  this  enumeration. 

(In  some  Western  dioceses,  the  Circumci.sion  Epiphany,  Annuncia- 
tion, and  Corpus  Christi  are  not  liolydays  of  obligation.) 


FASTING^DAYS. 

Fridays  in  Advent.  Every  day  in  Lent,  Sundays  excepted.  The 
Ember-days  (see  below).  The  Vigil  of  Whitsunday  or  Pentecost,  of 
the  Assumption,  of  All  Saints,  and  of  Christmas. 

N.B. — 1.  When  a feast  fells  on  Monday,  the  vigil  is  kept  on  the 
Saturday  preceding.  To  fast  consists  in  abstaining  from  flesh-meat 
and  eating  but  one  full  meal  in  the  day,  not  before  12  o’clock  m.  Be- 
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sides  this,  a collatioii,  or  about  the  one^fourth  of  a meal,  la  allowed  in 
the  evening.  All  who  have  completed  their  twenty-first  year  are 
obliged  to  observe  the  fiists  of  the  Church,  unless  exempted  for  some 
legitimate  cause. 

2.  In  some  dioceses,  the  Friday  of  the  Ember-Days  is  the  only  Fri- 
day in  Advent  on  which  there  is  an  obligation  to  fast. 

3.  It  has  been  directed  by  the  Sacred  Congregation  dePropo^fonda 
Fide,  that  the  feast  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul  be  solemnly  celebrated  in 
the  United  States  on  the  Sunday  immediately  after  the  29th  of  June^ 
and  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Sacred  Congregation  that  the  Bishops  exhort 
the  faithful  under  their  charge  to  keep  fast  on  the  Saturday  preced- 
ing that  solemn  celebration. 


JDays  of  Ahidinencet 

All  Fridays.  When  Christmas  falls  on  a Friday,  abstinence  is  not 
of  precept.  Abstinence  on  Saturday  has  been  dispensed  with  for  the 
faithful  of  the  United  States,  except  when  a fast  falls  on  that  day. 
Soldiers  and  sailors  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  even  in  bar- 
racks, garrisons,  etc.,  are  dispensed  by  the  indult  of  Pope  Pius  IX. 
from  the  rule  of  abstinence,  except  on  six  days  in  each  year,  namely. 
Ash  Wednesday,  Thursday.  Friday,  and  Saturday  in  Holy  Week,  the 
Vigil  of  the  A^umption,  and  Christmas  Eve. 


Emher-Days* 

The  Ember-Days  are  the  Wednesdays,  Fridays,  and  Saturdays  which 
occur,  1st,  in  winter,  immediately  after  the  third  Sunday  of  Advent; 
2d,  in  the  spring,  immediately  alter  the  first  Sunday  in  Lent ; 8d,  in 
the  summer,  during  Whitsun- Week ; 4th,  in  the  autumn,  immediately 
after  the  14th  of  September.  They  are  days  of  fasting,  and  of  great 
antiquity  in  the  Church.  The  object  of  their  observance  is  to  conse- 
crate to  God  the  four  seasons  of  the  year,  by  penance  ; to  obtain  his 
blessing  on  the  fruits  of  the  earth,  and  to  beg  of  him  worthy  ministers 
of  the  Church.  The  ordination  of  clergymen  geherally  takes  place,  in 
Catholic  countries,  on  Ember-Saturday. 


INDULGENCES  GRANTED  TO  THE  FAITHFUL  OF  THE 
UNITED  STATES. 

On  the  13th  of  August,  1792,  his  Holiness  granted  to  all  and  each  of  the 
faithful  of  the  Catholic  communion,  living  in  the  entire*  diocese  of  Balti- 
more, a plenary  Indulgence,  to  be  gained  by  all  who,  having  made  a gwd 
confession  and  holy  commnnion  on  the  days  mentioned  b^ow,  shall  visit 
the  parish  church  or  any  other;  or,  if  there  be  no  church  or  chapel,  shall 
devoutly  recite  five  times  Our  Father,  Hail  Mary,  and  he  to  the  Fa- 
ther, and  fervently  pray  for  the  propa^tion  of  the  Catholic  faith  and  the 
exaltation  of  the  Church.

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From  the  vigil  of  Christmas,  until  the  daj  of  Epiphany,  indnsively. 

Prom  the  first  Sunday  of  Lent,  to  the  second,  inclusively. 

Prom  Passion  Sunday  to  Maundy-Thursday,  inclusively. 

From  the  Vespers  of  Holy  Saturday  to  Low  Sunday,  inclusively. 

From  the  first  Vespers  of  Whit-Sunday,  until  the  last  day  of  the  Octave 
of  Corpus  Christi,  inclusively. 

On  the  feasts  of  the  Purification,  Annunciation,  Assumption,  Nativity, 
and  Conception  of  the  B.  V.  Mary,  and  during  the  whole  Octaves  of  these 
feasts. 

On  the  feast  of  the  Apostles  SS.  Peter  and  Paul,  and  during  the  whole 
Octave  of  the  same  feast. 

On  the  feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  and  during  the  whole  Octave 
of  the  same  feast. 

On  the  feast  of  All  Saints,  and  during  the  whole  Octave  of  the  same. 

tSTBy  a decree  of  the  Congregation  of  Indulgences,  published  Janu- 
ary 28, 1842,  in  order  that  the  faithful  may  gain  the  indulgences  pub- 
lished by  the  Holy  See,  it  is  necessary  that  they  should  be  recognized  by 
the  Bishops,  and  prom^gated  by  them  in  their  respective  dioceses. 


DIRECTIONS  FOR  UNDERSTANDING  THE  ORDO. 

The  prayers  and  portions  of  the  Holy  Scijpture,  of  which  the  Mass  is 
composed,  are,  in  part,  unalterably  the  same,  and  partly  diflerent  every 
day.  Those  that  are  fixed  and  invariable  are  contained  in  what  is  called 
the  Ordinary  of  the  MasSy  to  be  found  at  the  beginning  of  the  Missal. 
The  parts  that  are  changeable  or  proper — the  Introits,  Collects,  Gradual, 
Tracts,  Epistles,  Gospel,  Offertories,  Secrets,  Communions,  and  Post-com- 
munions— form  the  subsequent  contents  of  the  book.  As  the  Prefaces  are 
not  BO  frequently  subject  to  change,  they  follow  each  other  in  regular  suc- 
cession in  the  ordinary  of  the  Mass. 

If  a double  should  fall  on  a Sunday,  then  the  Mass  of  the  double  is  said 
instead  of  that  of  the  Sunday,  unless  it  be  a privileged  Sunday,  such  as 
the  first  Sunday  of  Advent  or  Lent,  Passion,  Palm,  Easter,  Pentecost,  and 
’’I'rinity  Sundays,  which  are  never  superseded ; or  a Sunday  of  the  second 
class,  which  cannot  ba  superseded  except  by  doubles  of  the  first  class,  as 
the  2d,  3d,  and  4th  of  Advent,  Septuagesima,  Sexagesima,  and  Quinqua- 
gesima ; as  also  the  2d,  8d,  and  4th  of  Lent.  It  must,  however,  be  re- 
marked, that  the  Gospels  for  Sundays,  thus  superseded  by  doubles,  are 
never  omitted,  but  are  recited  at  the  end  of  the  Mass,  instead  of  St.  John’s 
Gospel ; and  also  that  a commemoration  of  the  Sunday  by  its  proper  col- 
lect, secret,  and  post-communion,  is  always  made  immediately  after  the 
collect,  etc.,  of  the  festival. 

But  as  it  sometimes  happens  that  a double  is  transferred  to  some  future 
vacant  day,  on  account  of  some  festival  of  higher  rank  intervening,  then 
the  diflSculty  of  finding  out  the  day  on  which  such  transferred  festival  is 
celebrated,  as  well  as  all  other  difficulties  regarding  the  service,  may  be 
easily  removed  by  consulting  the  following  Ordo,  as  a guide  to  the  morn 
ing  as  well  as  to  the  evening  service  of  the  Church. 

1.  The  Office  of  every  day  is  either  DovJbUy  SemidovJble,  SimpUy  or  of  tJis 
Feria.  O 

Of  doubles  (so-called,  because  the  anthems  are  repeated  entire,  both 
ttoforc  and  after  the  Psalms  at  vespers),  some  are  of  the  first  cTass,  marked 
thus  in  the  calendar,  dovh,  cL ; others  of  the  second  class,  and  are 
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marked  tlius,  dovb,  2d  d. ; others  are  greater  doubly  marked  gr.  daitb, ; 
others  common  doubles,  marked  dovb, 

2.  Doubles  are  always  kept  on  the  day  marked  in  the  calendar,  unless 
they  fall  on  some  Sunday  of  the  first  or  second  class,  some  privilege  f(N4a, 
or  within  certain  octaves  which  take  place  of  the  festivals ; in  which  case 
they  are  transt'erred  to  the  first  day  not  marked  either  as  a doable  or  a 
semi-double. 

Doub.  Ist  cl.  denotes  a great  solemnity ; doub.  2 cl.  a lesser  solemnity ; 
greater  doub.  marks  the  feast  to  be  of  a higher  rite  than  a common  dou- 
ble ; doub.  is  the  common  and  most  general  rank  of  saints;  semkl.  is  less 
than  a doable ; simpl.  shows  the  feast  to  be  one  of  the  lowest  rite ; fer.  or 
feria  day  is  a week-day  having  no  feast ; great  fer.  are  week-days  in  Lent, 
Advent,  etc. ; Vig.  or  Vigil  is  the  eve  of  a great  solmnnity. 

The  Sundays  of  the  let  class,  which  take  place  of  all  doubles,  are : 

The  first  Sunday  of  Advent,  the  first  Sunday  of  Lent,  Passion  Sunday, 
Palm  Sunday,  Easter  Sunday,  Tiow  Sunday,  Whit  Sunday,  Trinity  Sun- 
day. 

The  Sundays  of  the  second  class,  which  take  place,  also,  of  all  doubles, 
except  those  of  the  first  class,  and  of  which,  in  tliat  case,  a commemora 
tion  is  made  at  mass  and  in  both  vesper^  are,  the  second,  third,  and 
fouTth  of  A.dvent ; Septuagesima,  Sexagesima,  and  Quinquagesima,  the 
second,  third,  and  fourth  of  Lent. 

The  Ferias,  which  enjoy  the  same  privileges  as  Sundays  of  the  first 
class,  are,  Ash  Wednesday,  All  Holy  We^,  Whitsun  Eve,  the  whole  oc- 
taves of  Esister  and  Whitsuntide. 

In  like  naanner,  within  the  octave  of  the  Epiphany,  no  feast  less  than  a 
first  class  can  be  kept. 

On  all  other  Sundays  of  the  year,  if  a double  occur,  it  is  kept  with  a 
emnmemoration  of  the  Sunday  at  mass,  and  at  vespers  also,  except  the 
following  day  be  a feast  of  the  first  class. 

3.  A semidouble  (so-called  because  only  a part  of  the  Anthem  is  said 
before  each  psalm  at  vespers)  is  marked  in  the  calendar  thus,  ssmicl., 
and  occurring  on  any  Sunday  whatsoever,  is  put  off  to  the  first  vacant 
day;  that  is,  the  first  day  on  which  there  is  neither  double  nor  semi- 
double  marked  in  the  calendar.  The  same  is  to  be  observed  of  all  semi- 
doubles  occurring  within  the  octave  of  Corpus  Christi. 

4.  Simples  have  no  mark  in  the  calendar,  and  arc  never  transferred ; 
but  if  they  fall  on  Sunday,  or  on  any  other  day  when  the  office  cannot  bo 
laid  of  them,  a commemoration  is  made  of  the  first  vespers,  and  at  mass ; 
unless  it  be  a feast  of  the  first  class  (on  which  no  notice  is  taken  of  sim- 
ples), or  of  the  second  class,  in  which  case  a commemoration  of  them  is 
made  in  the  Lauds,  and  at  a low  private  mass  only. 

5.  The  following  ferias,  called  greater  ferias,  take  place  of  all  simples, 
of  which  there  is  only  a commemoration  mode  at  mass,  viz.,  the  ferias  of 
Advent  and  of  Lent,  the  Ember  Days,  and  Tuesday  in  Rogation  Week. 
A commemoration  is  also  made  of  the  ferias  of  Advent  and  of  Lent  at  ves- 
pers and  at  mass,  whatever  feast  happens;  but  of  the  Ember  Days  and 
Tuesday  in  Rogation  Week,  only  at  mass. 

6.  If  a vigil  happen  within  the  octave,  the  mass  is  of  the  vigil,  with  a 
commemoration  of  the  octave,  unless  there  be  a double  or  a semidouble 
feast  that  day,  in  which  case  the  mass  is  of  the  feast,  with  a commemora- 
tion of  the  octave,  and  of  the  vigil.  But  if  a vigil  occur  on  a feast  of  the 
first  class,  there  is  no  commemoration  made  of  it. 

If  a festival  that  has  a vi|^  fall  on  a Monday,  the  mass  of  the  vigil  is 
laid  on  the  foregoing  Saturday,  except  the  vigil  of  Christmas  and  of  the 
Epiphany. 
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If  a Happen  in  Adrent,  tHe  maes  is  of  the  vigil,  with  a oommemo 

ration  of  the  feria,  except  the  vigil  of  Christmas. 

If  a vigil  happen  in  Lent,  on  an  Ember  Day,  the  mass  is  of  the  feria 
with  a commemoration  of  the  vigil. 

In  the  paschal  time  there  is  no  office  of  vigil,  except  that  of  Ascension 
Eve,  which,  however,  is  no  fast. 

7.  When  a double  of  the  first  or  second  class,  which  is  a holyday  of  ob- 
ligation, falling  on  any  day,  is  to  be  transferred,  the  obligation  of  the  holy 
day  is  s^dom  transferred,  but  the  faithful  are  generally  obliged  to  hear 
mass  on  the  day  marked  in  the  calendar. 

8.  When  several  festivals  have  been  translated  from  their  proper  days, 
they  are  afterward  to  be  kept  in  this  order : first,  those  that  are  doubles, 
and  then  those  that  are  semidoubles ; and  among  the  doubles  or  semi- 
bles,  those  whose  proper  days  first  occurred,  are  to  be  kept  first ; there 
are,  however,  some  exceptions  to  this  rule. 

9.  GoU,  or  GqiXectj  signifies  the  oration  or  prayer.  Upon  all  doubles  one 
collect,  secret,  or  post-communion,  only  is  said ; except  they  fall  on  a Sun- 
day, or  within  some  octave,  or  upon  some  vigil,  or  in  the  time  of  Lent  or 
Advent,  or  except  it  occurs  with  some  simple ; in  all  which  cases  two  col- 
lects, etc.,  are  Mud ; one  of  the  double,  the  other  of  the  Sunday,  octave, 
etc. 

10.  Upon  Sundays  and  all  semidoubles,  are  said  three  collects,  secrets, 
and  post-communions ; excepting  Sundays,  which  occur  within  an  octave, 
on  which  are  said  two  collects,  etc. ; one  of  the  Sumlay,  the  other  of  the 
octave. 

11.  The  second  and  third  collects,  secrets,  and  post-communions  to  be 
said  on  Sundays  and  semidoubles  in  the  difierent  seasons  of  the  year,  are 
specified  in  their  proper  places. 

13.  Upon  semidoubles  occurring  within  octaves,  or  in  vigU%  etc.,  the 
second  collect,  secret,  and  post-communion  are  a commemoration  of  the  oc- 
tave or  vigil ; and  the  third  of  the  B.  V.  M. ; but  within  the  octaves  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin,  the  third  is  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

13.  On  semidoubles  in  Advent,  the  second  collect,  secret,  and  post-com- 
munion, are  the  collect,  etc.,  of  the  foregoing  Sunday ; the  third  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin  Mary. 

14.  Upon  simples  and  ferias,  three  collects,  etc.,  are  said ; but  if  the 
priest  please,  he  may  say  five  or  seven,  to  be  taken  out  of  the  divers 
prayers  in  the  common, 

15.  Upon  week-days,  which  have  no  proper  office,  nor  any  saint’s  day 
occurring  thereon,  the  mass  is  of  the  foregoing  Sunday. 

16.  Upon  days  within  octaves,'  when  no  proper  mass  is  assigned,  the 
mass  is  said  as  on  the  feast,  with  three  collects,  etc. — N.B.  The  days  with 
in  octaves  are  kept  as  semidoubles'  only. 

17.  The  collect  of  the  B.V.M.  within  octaves  on  vigils  and  on  semidou- 
bles  within  paschal  time.  Chant,  0 Lord,  etc.,  is  found  in  the  votive  mass 
of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary ; from  Advent  to  Christmas  the  collect  oi 
B.V.M.  is,  0 Ood,  who  wa%t  pleased,  read  in  the  mass  of  the  first  Sunday 
of  Advent ; from  Christmas  to  Candlemas  the  collect  of  the  Blessed  Vir- 
gin,  0 Ood,  who  hy  the  fruitful,  as  in  the  mass  of  the  Circumcision. 

18.  The  collect  of  gen.  suffr.,  or  general  suflrage,  is  the  prayer  of  the 

sufiVagos  of  the  saints,  which  begins  thus,  Preserve  us,  0 Lora,  found  in 
the  ordinary  of  the  mass.  ^ 

19.  The  collects  for  the  Church  and  Pope  are  said  in  the  mass  of  the 
first  Sunday  of  Advent.  The  ccdlect  of  the  Pope  is  said  on  the  anniver- 
sary days  of  his  creation  and  coronation ; the  creation  here  signifies  hlfl 
•lection  to  the  sovereign  Pontificate. 
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M.  The  w<»rd8  ad  Kb,  liipiify  tluit  one  it  at  liberty  to  recite  any  of  the 
occamonal  collects  or  prayers  found  toward  the  end  of  a missal. 

21.  The  gospels  assigned  on  Sundays  are  never  omitted.  Wherefore 
If  a double  be  kept  on  a Sunday,  at  the  end  of  mass  is  read  the  gospel  of 
the  Sunday,  instead  of  that  of  John ; and  the  same  is  obsery^^  whena 
double  or  semidouble  is  kept  upon  one  day  in  Lent»or  on  a vigil  or  ember- 
day. 

22.  Where  a special  prayer  is  ordered  to  be  said  in  the  mass  by  the 
Bishop,  it  cannot  be  said  in  the  place  of  the  third  prayer,  which  is  no^ 
ad  Ub,  It  must  be  said  as  the  fourth  This  prayer  tsomittod  in  all  mnsnfis 
of  the  class,  and  in  high  masses  of  the  second  class,  unless  it  be  or- 
dered pro  mum  grati,  when  it  is  said  under  the  one  conclusion.  It  may 
be  said  in  private  masses  of  the  second  doss. 


DIRECTIONS  FOR  USING  THE  VESPER  OR  OFFICE-BOOK. 

It  appears  necessary  to  explain  the  order  as  well  as  the  manner  in 
which  that  part  of  the  public  Uturgy  of  the  Catholic  Church  called  Fss- 
per9  is  recited  or  sung. 

Our^tWier  and  Ha4l  Mary  being  sold  in  silence,  the  j^est,  making 
the  si^  of  the  Cross,  intones  aloi^  the  Veniicle^  Deus  inadiutorimi 
meum  intende  ; to  which  the  choir  add  the  responsory,  Domine  ad 
vandum  me  feetinay  with  the  Gloria  Patri;  and  when  five  psalms  with 
as  many  anthems  have  been  soi^,  the  miest  sings  the  liUle  ehapUr, 

Then  are  sung  the  Hymn,  with  its  v&rskle  and  Heeponsory,  and  tbe 
Maqnifimt,  with  its  AnUmn,  followed  with  such  Prayer  rand  CorMU^mo- 
roHone  as  are  suitable  to  the  day ; which,  if  it  be  neither  a DovUe  nor 
within  the  Octave  of  a Festivid,  are  the  common  Commemoratione  or 
Suffrages,  and  are  to  be  found  after  the  vespers  for  Saturday. 

Every  doable  has^rf  and  second  vespers : the  fird  are  said  on  the  oee 
of  the  Festival,  and  the  second  on  the  Festival  itself.  Hence  it  often  hap- 
pens that  the  vespers  are  not  of  the  Sunday,  but  of  some  double  that  fidls 
on  thsk^ensning  day.

EXPLANATION  OP  THE  VESTMENTS  AND  CEREMONIES 
USED  IN  THE  HOLY  SACRIFICE  OP  THE  MASS. 

All  the  external  rites  used  in  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Mysteries  are 
Intended  for  the  instruction  of  the  faithful.  The  chief  desi^  of  these 
rites  is  to  commemorate  and  to  represent  the  passion  and  death  of  our 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  This  is  plainly  to  be  observed  in  the 
Altar  and  its  ornaments,  as  also  in  the  vestments  which  are  worn  by  the 
Priest. 

The  AUa/r  represents  Mount  Calvary,  where  the  Redeemer  of  the  world 
expired  npon  an  ignominious  cross.  This  very  word  Altar  has  relation  to 
Bacrifice,  whicli  must  necessarily  be  offered  to  God  in  that  church  in  whicli 
bis  tme  fiiitli  is  professed : and  hence  this  name  of  Altar  is  mentioned  by 

St.  Paul " We  have  an  altar,”  said  he,  **  whereof  they  have  no  right  to 

ett  who  nerve  the  tabernacle.” — Heb.  xiii.  10.  The  Altar  also  ▼miresenU 
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the  table  on  which  our  blessed  Saviour,  the  night  before  he  sufibred,  cele- 
brated his  last  snpper  with  his  disciples. 

The  CandUa  are  lighted  during  the  Holy  Mysteries,  through  a motive 
of  honor  and  respect.  They  represent  the  light  of  faith,  and  the  fervor  of 
charity,  which  the  Gospel  inculcates.  They  are  also  expressive  of  8piri< 
tual  life  and  joy.  **  Throughout  all  the  churches  of  the  East,”  says  St. 
Jerome,  “ when  the  Gospel  is  to  be  read,  though  the  sun  sliines,  torches 
are  used,  not  to  chase  away  darkness,  but  for  a sign  of  joy.” 

The  Crucifix  is  placed  in  the  middle  of  the  Altar,  to  represent  to  our 
minds  the  pai^on  and  death  of  Jesus  Christ,  which  are  chiefly  to  be  con- 
sidered and  piously  meditated  u^n  in  this  Holy  Sacrifice. 

The  Amice,  a linen  cloth  which  the  priest  pulls  over  his  head,  and  fas- 
tens round  his  neck,  signifies  the  linen  with  which  the  Jews  blindfolded 
our  Saviour  in  mockery  when  they  smote  him  and  buffeted  him^  saying ; 

Prophesy  unto  us,  O Christ  1 who  is  he  that  struck  you  T — ^Matt.  xxvi.  68. 

The  AJh  represents  the  white  garment  which  Herod  put  upon  Christ 
after  he  had  aespised  and  mocked  him. — Luke  xxiii.  11. 

The  ManipU  that  the  priest  wears  on  his  left  arm,  the  Stole  that  he^ 
hangs  down  from  his  neck,  and  the  Girdle,  figure  the  cords  and  fetters 
with  which  the  officers  of  the  Jews  bound  Christ,  and  led  him  from  one 
place  to  another. — John  xviii.  12-24. 

The  Ghasvble,  or  upper  garment,  represents  the  purple  garment  which 
the  soldiers  put  upon  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  heavy  cross  that  he  carried  on 
his  blessed  shoulders  to  Moimt  Calvary. 

As  to  the  colors  of  the  ornaments  with  which  the  priest  celebrates  the 
Holy  Mysteries,  the  White  is  used  <m  the  Festivals  of  our  Liord,  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  and  of  all  the  saints  who  are  not  martyrs. 

The  ^ed  is  used  on  Pentecost,  on  the  Invention  and  Exaltation  of  the 
Cross,  and  on  the  Feasts  of  the  Apostles  and  Martyrs. 

The  Purple  or  Violet,  which  is  the  penitential  color,  is  used  on  all  the 
Sundays  and  Ferias  of  Advent,  and  during  the  whole  of  the  penitential 
time,  from  Septuagesima  Sunday  till  Easter ; as  also  on  all  Vigils,  Ember- 
Bays,  and  Ro^tion-Days,  when  the  Office  is  of  them,  and  on  the  Feast  of 
the  Holy  Innocents. 

The  Green  is  used  on  all  Sundays  and  Ferias  from  Trinity-Supday  to 
Advent  exclusively,  and  from  the  Octave  of  the  Epiphany  to  Septuagesima 
Sunday,  exclusively,  when  the  Office  is  of  the  Sunday ; but  in  Paschal 
time  the  White  is  used. 

The  Bloch  is  used  on  Good  Friday,  and  in  Masses  of  Be^uiem  for  the 
dead,  which  may  be  said  on  any  day  that  is  not  a Sunday  or  a Double,  ex- 
cept from  Palm-Sunday  to  Low-Sunday,  and  during  the  Octaves  of  Christ- 
mas, of  the  Epiphany,  of  Pentecost,  and  of  Corpus  Christi. 


1.  On  the  Anniversary  of  the  Consecration  of  a Bishop  the  solemn  Vo- 
tive Mass  of  Consecration  should  be  celebrated  in  the  Cathedral  Church 
If  the  Anniversary  fell  on  a Sunday  of  the  Ist  Class,  within  Holy  Week, 
on  Easter,  Pdntecost,  Christmas,  etc.,  the  Anniversary  Mass  should  (for 
that  year)  be  omitted.  Should  it  occur  upon  a Sunday  in  Lent,  the 
prayer  for  the  Bishop  must  be  said  in  the  “ Mass  of  the  time.”  Through- 
out the  diocese,  the  commemoration  of  the  same  anniversary  must  be 
made  by  every  priest  with  the  prayer,  ” Deus  omnium  jldelium,**  in  the 
Votive  Mass  of  the  anniversary  of  the  Consecration  of  a Bishop.^  This 
commemoration,  however,  should  be  omitted  when  the  Anniversary  occurs 
on  Festivals  ef  the  Ist  Class,  Holy  TliUrsday,  Holy  Saturday,  or  on  any  of 
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tlie  Sundays  which  admit  only  one  prayer  at  Mass.  But  on  Sundays  and 
feasts  of  the  2d  Class  the  Commemoration  is  made  with  one  ending. 

2.  The  Mass  for  the  Transfer  of  a Bishop  must  be  celebrated  in  the 
Church  over  which  he  is  last  placed ; and  throughout  the  diocese  the 
commemoration  must  be  on  the  Anniversary  of  the  Transfer.

He  re- 
moved to  Trenton  in  1845,  and  was  greatly  instrumental  in  the  erection  of 
church-edifices  in  that  city,  at  Bristol,  Burlington,  Bordentown,  Lamhert- 
ville,  and  Princeton.  In  1860  his  health  became  so  much  impaired  that, 
in  search  of  rest  and  vigor,  be  made  a tour  of  Europe  and  the  Holy  Land. 
He  was  stationed  at  Camden  and  Bordentown,  and  returned  to  Trenton 
two  years  ago.  Last  summer  he  was  prostrated  by  the  intense  heat  while 
on  a visit  to  Philadelphia.  The  immediate  cause  of  his  death  was  heart 
disease.  Father  Mackin  was  greatly  loved  by  his  people,  was  a powerful 
apostle  in  the  cause  of  temperance,  a great  friend  of  the  children,  and  his 
loss  is  felt  and  mourned  by  all  classes  in  the  community.

Rev.  Father  McGinnis  was  born  in  County  Armagh,  Ireland,  Septem- 
ber 29,  1835,  and  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  his  38th  year.  He 
came  to  this  country  in  1856^  and  entered  the  Seminary  of  St.  Charles 
Bor*t>mea,  where  he  made  his  ecclesiastical  studies.  He  was  ordained 
by  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Wood  on  the  3d  of  Juno,  1880.  He  was  first  eta- 
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tioned  at  Mwayunk,  and  in  1861  was  appointed  to  the  pastoral  charge  of 
St.  Francis’  Chnrch,  Gettysburg.  Here,  during  the  battle  of  Gettysburg, 
he  rendered  great  assistance  to  the  wounded  of  both  armies,  to  whom  he 
was  unceasing  in  his  attentions.  In  1863  he  was  transferred  to  the  pasto* 
ral  charge  of  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Columbia,  Pa.,  and  in  1866  he  succeed- 
ed the  Rev.  Edward  Murray  as  pastor  of  St.  Joseph’s  Church,  Danville, 
which  position  he  held  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  Here  he  built  a fine 
church,  costing  about  $50,000,  and  made  other  important  improvements. 

May  23.  Rev.  JoBn  Early,  S.J.,  President  of  Georgetown  College,  George- 
town, D,  C. 

Father  Early  was  bom  July  1, 1814,  in  the  County  of  Fermanagh,  Ire- 
land, and  came  to  this  country  when  but  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  soon 
after  entered  Mt.  St.  Mary’s  College,  Emmittsburgh,  as  a student,  and  was 
thence  transferred  to  Georgetown  College,  where  he  finished  his  scho- 
lastic course.  In  1834  he  entered  the  novitiate  at  Frederick,  Md.,  then 
> and  there  commencing  his  studies  as  a member  of  the  Society  of  Jesus. 

In  1844  he  was  ordained  to  the  order  of  priesthood,  and  after  passing 
some  time  in  Georgetown  College  as  professor  of  belles-lettres,  he  was 
sent  to  Philadelphia  on  his  first  mission.  He  was  next  appointed  to  the 
presidency  of  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  where  he  remained  several 
years.  In  1852  he  went  to  Baltimore,  and  under  his  direction  were  built 
, the  beautiful  Church  of  St.  Ignatius  and  the  fine  college  adjoining. 

, There  he  presided  for  some  time.  Subsequently  he  was  transferred  to 

the  presidency  of  Georgetown  College— an  office  which  he  filled  with 
distinguished  administrative  ability  during  the  entire  period  of  the  rebel- 
lion, when  the  college  and  its  grounds  were  in  large  part  converted  into 
a hospital  and  camp  for  Union  soldiers,  but  without  a day’s  interraption 
of  the  course  of  studies  in  the  institution.  Here,  with  Rev.  Father 
Maguire,  he  had  for  several  years  alternated  as  president,  a position 
which  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

May  28.  Rev.  P.  J.  Be  Smet,  of  the  Society  of  Jesue,  in  St.  Louis,  Mo„ 
aged  72  years. 

Rev.  Peter  J.  De  Smet,  S.J..  the  great  Indian  missionary,  was  bom  in 
Belgium  on  the  31et  of  January,  1801.  His  family  was  noted  for  its  piety, 
and  the  religious  care  with  which  it  raised  the  children  with  which  God 
had  blessed  it.  On  the  26th  of  November,  1837,  Father  De  Smet  entered 
the  Society  of  Jesus,  and  was  ordained  in  1841.  He  was  immediately  ap- 
pointed by  his  Superior  to  the  mission  in  Oregon,  and  from  that  time 
to  the  time  of  his  death  he  devoted  his  life  to  the  service  of  the  chil- 
dren of  the  forest.  How  much  he  was  beloved  by  them,  how  much  good 
he  accom^ished  among  them,  how  valuable  his  services  have  proved  on 
more  than  one  occasion  to  the  United  States  Government,  is  well 
known. 

May  29.  Rev.  J.  N.  Thisse,  Pastor  of  St.  Raphael’s  Church,  Springfield, 
Ohio. 

The  reverend  gentleman  started  for  a drive  with  a pair  of  spirited 
horses,  when  they  took  fright  and  ran  away.  In  turning  the  comer  of  a 
street,  Father  Thisse  was  thrown  violently  to  the  ground,  striking  upon 
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his  head.  Hie  Bknll  was  terribly  fractured.  He  was  carried  to  his  resi- 
dence, where  he  died  in  about  half  an  hour.  He  was  fifty  years  old,  and 
had  resided  in  Springfield  six  years,  gaining  daring  that  time  the  respect 
of  all  classes. 

June  8.  Rev.  John  Quinn,  D.D.,  Pastor  of  St.  Mary’s  Charcb,  Provi- 
dence, B.  I. 

“ 19.  Rev.  Dominic  A.  Francliini,  of  the  Society  of  Jesus,  at  Wood- 
stock  College,  Howard  Co.,  Md.  He  was  born  at  Monte  Cor- 
vino,in  the  province  of  Salerus,  Italy,  November  26, 1836,  and 
bis  childhood  and  youth,  like  the  years  of  his  maturity,  were 
those  of  a saint. 

25.  Very  Rev.  John  Baptist  Bellaclas,  Vicar-General  of  the  Diocese 
of  Galveston,  Texas,  in  the  82d  year  of  his  age,  a native  of 
St.  Heaud,  in  the  Department  of  the  Loire,  France. 

“ 28.  Rev.  Emiliano  Qerbi,  O.S.F.,  Pastor  of  Gate  of  Heaven  Church, 
South  Boston,  Mass. 

He  was  bom  at  Azzano  d'Aste,  in  Piedmont,  Italy,  in  1826,'and  entered 
the  order  of  St.  Francis  in  November,  1840,  at  the  Monastery  of  8t.  Mary 
della  Pace  in  Cbieri,  near  Turin,  where,  after  a year,  he  made  his  solemn 
profession.  He  then  went  to  Cuneo,  and,  towards  the  end  of  September  of 
the  following  year,  left  for  Turin,  where  he  studied  his  theology,  and  was 
ordained  priest  at  the  age  of  twenty-two  years  and  a half,  in  the  month  of 
September,  1846.  He  was  much  younger  than  is  usual  ou  entering  the 
.order,  as  also  on  completing  his  studies,  in  which  his  progress  was  remark- 
able, so  that  a dispensation  of  fifteen  months  from*  the  prescribed  years 
was  granted  that  he  might  be  ordained.  He  was  then  made  professor  of 
philosophy  and  theology,  having  in  a most  honorable  manner  received  the 
degrees  of  Doctor  in  both  branches.  In  1856,  he  left  Turin  and  came  to 
America,  going  first  to  Alleghany,  Pa.,  and  was  president  of  the  Francis- 
can College,  until  his  health  required  a change,  after  which  he  went  to 
Lowell,  Mass.,  for  two  years,  and  also  to  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  He  was  called 
to  the  Diocese  of  Boston  by  the  late  Bishop  Fitzpatrick,  where  he  has 
labored  ever  since, 

“ J28.  Rev.  Robert  A.  Abell,  Chaplain  of  St.  Joseph’s  Infirmary, 
Louisville,  Ky.,  aged  82  years.  Father  Abell  was  a native  of 
Marion  Co.,  Ky.

July  1.  Rev.  J.  B.  Vandemergel,  Pastor  of  St.  Joseph’s  Church,  Litch- 
field, Ey.,  a native  of  Belgium,  aged  50  years.

line, Mass.,  in  the  25th  year  of  his  age.

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tory  Seminary  at  Glen  Riddle,  and  the  Theological  Seminary 
in  1865.  He  was  ordained  priest  by  Rt.  Rev.  James  F.  Wood, 
on  April  6, 1809.  He  was  seiaed  with  a fit  of  apoplexy  while 
bathing  at  Atlantic  City,  while  on  a brief  visit,  and  died  after 
a few  moments^  illness. 

July  10.  Rev.  Patrick  McKenna,  Pastor  of  St.  Francis  Xavier^s  Church, 
New  Milford,  Conn.  Father  McKenna  was  drowned  while 
bathing.

They  have  built 
within  this  year  a commodious  house  on  the  corner  of  Johns  and  Eager 
streets,  in  which  they  hope,  with  the  help  of  God,  to  receive  150  poor  old 
people.  They  have  been  most  heartily  welcomed  to  our  city  by  all 
classes  in  the  community. 

Conferences  of  St.  'Vincent  de  Paid  have  been  established,  at  the 
instance  of  the  Most  Reverend  Archbishop,  in  the  Cathedral  parish  and 
the  other  parishes  of  the  city. 

There  are  many  charitable,  beneficent,  and  temperance  societies  exist- 
ing in  the  various  congregations.  Also,  numerous  pious  sodalities  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin,  of  the  Rosary,  Bona  Mors,  etc.,  for  persons  of  both  sexes, 
are  established  in  the  diocese.

The  Province  of  Oregon  City  includes  the  Dioceses  of  Oregon  City, 
Nesqually,  Vancouver  Island,  Idaho  Territory,  and  western  part  of  Mon- 
tana. 

PRELIMINARY  REMARKS. 

The  Western  Catholic  Mission  of  Oregon  was  commenced  by  Very  Rev. 
F.  N.  Blancbet,  Vicar-General  of  Quebec,  and  Rev.  Modeste  Demers. 
They  were  sent  by  the  Archbishop  of  Quebec,  whose  jurisdiction  ex- 
tended to  the  Pacific  coast.  The  latter  left  Canada  for  Red  River  in 
1837 ; the  former,  Montreal,  May  3, 1838.  Both  leaving  Red  River  J uly 
10,  arrived  at  Fort  Vancouver  November  24, 1838,  having  passed  the 
summit  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  October  10,  by  the  fifty -second  degree 
of  latitude. 

The  Rocky  Mountains  were  visited  by  Rev.  Father  de  Smet,  S.J.,  in 
1840,  in  a flying  visit  made  to  the  Flat  Head  Indian  tribe.  Having  as- 
certained the  good  dispositions  of  those  Indians,  he  returned  among  them 
with  two  other  Fathers  in  1841,  commenced  and  founded  in  the  East 
of  Oregon  the  Flat  Head  Mission,  which  gave  its  founders  a great  con- 
solation. 

The  Catholic  Mission  of  Oregon,  extending  from  the  Pacific  to  the 
Rocky  Mountains,  between  the  forty-second  degree  on  the  south  to  the 
Glacial  Sea  on  the  north,  was  erected  into  a Vicariate  Apostolic,  with 
the  Very  Rev.  F.  N.  Blanchet  for  its  Bishop,  under  the  title  of  Philadel- 
phia, in  partibus  infidelium,  by  a Brief  of  December  1, 1843,  which  title 
was  afterwards  changed  into  that  of  Drasa  by  Apostolic  Letters  of  May 
4, 1844.

The  Sodalities  for  young  men  and  young  women,  as  well  as  for  boys 
and  girls,  at  the  Cathedral  axe  in  a highly  Nourishing  condition,  and 
they  afford  much  edification.  There  are  similar  Sodalities  at  St.  Pat- 
rick’s, St.  John’s,  and  St.  Michael’s. 

There  are  also  Parochial  Schools  for  boys  and  girls  established  in  all 
the  congregations  of  the  city,  in  which  about  seven  thousand  cIsUdren 
receive  the  benefits  of  a sound  Christian  education.

INDUCEMENTS  TO  SETTLE  IN  MISSISSIPPI. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  advantages  which  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi offers  to  settlers : 

Of  course,  there  are  great  varieties  of  climate,  soil,  productions,  etc., 
since  the  State  has  a range  of  two  hundred  and  eighty  miles  north  and 
south — from  the  boundary  of  Tennessee  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  Conse- 
quently, the  following  remarks  are  not  all  applicable  to  all  parts.  It  is 
advisable  that  persons  should  either  visit  the  country,  or  in  other  ways 
make  themselves  acquainted,  before  actually  moving  there. 

The  mild  climate  makes  the  country  almost  entirely  free  from  ox)n- 
sumption,  and  lung  diseases  in  general  are  much  more  rare  and  much 
less  dangerous  than  in  the  North. 

Although  the  summer  is  long,  yet  the  heat  does  not  become  as  intense 
as  in  New  York  and  Chicago.  At  Natchez,  in  the  hottest  summers,  the 
thermometer  does  not  rise  above  94°  Fahrenheit.  The  summer  nights 
also  are  longer  and  cooler  than  in  the  North.  Sunstroke  is  almost  or 
quite  unknown  there. 

In  winter,  the  freezing  is  not  severe  nor  long  continued,  seldom  last- 
ing more  than  three  days  in  succession ; consequently,  the  ground  is  not 
much  penetrated  by  the  frost,  and  a few  days  of  clear  weather  dry  the 
surface  enough  to  allow  of  ploughing  and  other  field-work,  even  in  Jan- 
naiy  and  February. 

Vegetables  and  fruits  ripen  from  six  to  eight  weeks  earlier  than  they 
do  north  of  the  Ohio  River  ; and  good  railroads,  besides  the  Mississippi 
River,  give  quick  and  cheap  transportation  to  all  the  Northern  markets, 
cast  and  west. 

The  shortness  and  mildness  of  the  winter  are  such  that,  in  some  parts, 
an  industrious  man,  on  a small  place,  may  be  able  to  obtain  three  or 
even  four  crops  out  of  the  same  ground  in  one  year.  Irish  potatoes  may 
he  gathered  early  enough  to  plant  sweet  potatoes  after  them  ; and  these 
may  be  followed  by  beans,  and  afterwards  by  turnips  for  the  winter. 

Figs  grow  easily  and  abundantly,  and  ripen  in  all  parts  of  the  State  ; 
and  in  the  extreme  south,  on  the  coast  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  are 
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oranges  and  bananas,  within  three  hours*  run  of  New  Orleans  by  rail- 
roads. 

In  the  northeastern  parts  of  the  State  are  fertile  prairie-lands,  excel- 
lent for  grains  and  fruits. 

In  some  places  are  beds  of  marl,  which  offer  an  abundance  of  natural 
manure  easily  obtained. 

In  the  south  are  large  tracts  of  pine  timber,  with  railroads  running 
through  them. 

In  some  of  the  northerly  parts  is  found  coal,  offering  means  for  steam 
manufacturing. 

Planters  are  offering  their  lands  in  small  lots  at  low  prices  and  on  long 
payments,  to  encourage  bona  fide  settlers  of  industrious  habits. 

The  disposition  of  the  people  is  favorable  to  the  church.  They  en- 
courage its  increase,  even  as  a matter  of  policy,  to  induce' settlers  to  come 
among  them.  As  for  higher  motives,  they  appreciate  the  doctrines  and 
the  institutions  of  our  holy  religion  much  better  than  they  formerly  did. 
In  fact — partly  owing  to  the  good  spirit,  and  partly  to  the  already  in- 
creasing number  of  Catholics — small  churches  have  been  opened  in 
eighteen  new  places  since  the  end  of  the  war,  whereas  there  had  been 
only  fifteen  erected  in  twenty-one  years  before  the  war.  Several  others 
are  now  building.  Catholic  schools  are  increasing  every  year. 

Chills  and  fevers  are  not  much  prevalent  in  Mississippi,  unless  in  the 
swampy  parts  of  the  country,  and  these  are  not  much  inhabited.  The 
chief  extent  of  this  State  is  dry  and  healthy.  The  Yazoo  district  is  one 
of  the  most  fertile  tracts  of  country  in  the  world,  and  where  it  is  drained 
and  cultivated  it  is  healthy  and  pleasant.

This  is  a 
branch  of  an  Order  founded  by  the  illustrious  Dr.  England,  Bishop  of 
Charleston,  where  the  nuns  renew  the  vows  of  religion  every  year,  and 
live  under  a rule  approved  by  the  Bishop.  The  community  of  Savannah 
counts  fourteen  professed  Sisters,  four  novices,  and  two  postulants. 
Mother  Veronica,  Superior.  There  are  four  educational  departments  in 
the  convent,  independent  of  each  other;  boarders,  40;  day  pupils,  90 ; 
free. school  pupils,  110;  orphans’  school  contains  40  little  children, 
entirely  dependent  upon  the  emoluments  of  the  house  for  their  sup- 
port. 
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Sisters  of  St,  Joseph,  These  Sisters  came  to  Savannah  some  years  ago 
for  tlie  purpose  of  taking  the  direction  of  schools  for  colored  children. 

McUe  Orphan  Asylum,  under  the  immediate  charge  of  the  Sisters  of 
St.  Joseph.  It  has  now  about  50  small  boys.  The  community  is  com- 
posed of  8 professed  Sisters,  3 novices,  and  8 postulants.  Mother  M. 
Josephine,  Superior. 

Female  Orphan  Asylum,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Sisters  of 
Mercy.  There  are  now  40  orphan  girls  in  the  institution. 

There  are  now  four  Catholic  schools  for  boys  in  Savannah,  with  an 
aggregate  number  of  about  800  children. 

Academy  of  St,  Vincent  of  Paul,  conducted  by  the  Sisters  of  Mercy, 
designated  for  boarders.  It  nad  lately  nearly  100  young  ladies ; it  has 
now  about  40.  The  rooms  and  grounds  of  the  Academy  are  spacious 
and  convenient  for  the  accommodation  of  boarders. 

The  Sisters  keep  also  day  schools,  and  a free  school  for  the  instruction 
of  the  girls  of  the  city  of  Savannah. 

The  Society  of  Oar  Lady,  Help  of  Christians,  among  the  Catholic 
ladies  of  Savannah,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor.  Aiso,  other  societies  for 
young  men  and  children. 

Augusta. — Convent  of  the  Sisters  of  Mercy,  This  is  a branch  of  the  com- 
munity of  Savannah,  under  the  control  ot  the  house  of  Savannah.  Sis- 
ters, 5.  Local  Superior,  Sister  Mary  Ignatius.  The  Sisters  of  Augusta 
keep  an  orphan  asylum,  an  academy  for  young  girls,  and  also  a free 
school.  They  are  also  in  charge  of  the  City  Hospital. 

Macon. — The  Sisters  of  Mercy  from  Columbus  have  sent  a colony  of 
Sisters  to  Macon,  where  they  have  a school  for  girls.  Local  Superior, 
Sister  Xavier.  Sisters,  5 ; day  pupils,  80. 

Columbus. — Convent  of  the  Sisters  of  Mercy,  This  convent  was  estab- 
lished in  Columbus  during  the  war.  The  community  belongs  to  the 
order  founded  by  Mother  McAuley,  in  Dublin.  Mother  Bonaventure, 
Superior. 

Atlanta. — The  pastor  of  Atlanta  has  lately  built  a splendid  convent, 
where  the  Sisters  of  Mercy  keep  a boarding-school  for  girls  and  a day- 
school  for  the  convenience  of  the  children  of  Atlanta.  Sister  Mary  Jane, 
Superior.  Sisters,  6 ; boarders,  20  ; day  pupils,  90. 

Climate.— The  soil  and  the  climate  of  Georgia  invite  settlers  to  come 
here  and  work  to  their  own  advantage  the  agricultural  resources  of  the 
State,  which  are  inexhaustible.  Catholics  are  not  advised  to  settle  in 
the  midst  of  sectarian  districts,  far  from  any  Catholic  church,  where  they 
and  their  children  would  bo  exposed  to  the  danger  of  shipwreck  in  the 
faith.  But  if  they  understand  gardening,  and  have  a small  capital,  they 
will  find  in  the  vicinity  of  cities  rich  lots,  which  will  repay  well  their 
industry.

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CHURCHES  AND  CLERGY. 

City  of  St.  Angrnstine,  CathoOfikt  of  St.  Aoj^ttine,  Rig^kt  Rev. 
An^astln  Verot,  D.D. ; Rev.  Henry  Clavreul,  Rev.  Father 
Palacios,  Rev.  Felix  Ghione,  Rev.  John  Finucane.  The  Church 
of  St.  Augustine  is  by  far  the  oldest  Catholic  Church  in  the  land, 
though  it  has  had  many  vicissitudes  in  consequence  of  frequent 
changes  of  flag.  The  first  colonists  came  from  Sj^ain  in  1565,  long 
before  the  Plymouth  Pilgrims,  who  came  in  1630.  The  Church  of  St. 
Augustine  was  fully  organized  at  that  early  period,  and  it  is  unique 
privilege  of  that  church  to  have  a full  set  of  church  records  of  baptisms, 
marriages,  etc.,  from  the  year  1594,  in  a perfect  state  of  preservation. 
These  records  are  now  in  the  city  of  Havana,  where  they  were  carried 
in  1763,  at  the  first  change  of  flag  wbicb  made  Florida  pass  under 
English  rule.  The  population  was  originally  altogether  Catholic,  and 
it  has  continued  to  have  a largely  preponderating  number  of  Catholics 
to  the  present  day. 

Chapel  of  Our  Lady  of  Milk,  fmmaerly  Nuestra  Sra.  de  la  Leche,  half  a 
mile  north  of  St.  Augustine.  The  foundations  of  that  chapel  have 
lately  been  discovered  and  dug  out,  and  measures  have  been  already 
taken  for  its  speedy  restoration.  The  spot  is  hallowed  from  the  fact 
that  a missionary  pilest,  more  than  two  hundred  years  ago,  was  put 
to  death  there  by  the  Indians,  from  whom  he  asked  and  obtained  per- 
mission to  say  Mass,  Which  they  attended  in  silence,  and  at  the  end  of 
which  they  massacred  him.  There  was  on  that  spot,  in  the  time  of  the 
old  Spaniards,  an  oratory  dedicated  to  Our  BlesiNMi  Lady.  The  chapel 
perished  during  the  political  struggles  of  Florida ; but  it  is  now  being 
restored,  and  already  a nice  statue  of  the  Virgin  Mother,  suckling  the 
Divine  Infant,  has  been  obtained  for  the  chapel,  in  order  to  preserve 
ancient  devotions. 

City  of  Jacksonville,  Church  of  the  Immaculate  Conception,  Very  Rev. 
Peter  Dufau,  Rev.  J.  B.  Beauchamp.  The  Church  of  Jacksonville,  to- 
gether with  the  parochial  re^dence,  which  was  a large  and  comforta- 
ble building,  was  destroyed  by  fire  during  the  war,  through  the  reck- 
lessness and  bigotry  of  some  subordinate  officers  in  the  F^eral  army. 
The  military  commanders  of  the  Government,  regretting  this  sad  oc- 
currence, have  «ven  boards  to  put  up  a temporary  shelter  for  the  Ca- 
tholics of  this  place.  This  wretched  building  is,  however,  now  falling 
into  ruin,  and,  in  consequence,  the  Catholics  of  Jacksonville  are  put- 
ting up  at  present  a noble  church,  now  very  near  completion,  which 
is  a credit  to  their  city  as  well  as  an  honor  to  their  religion.  The 
building  has  a basement  for  schools,  built  of  a splendid  material — the 
cochina  of  St.  Augustine,  which  is  a conglomeration  of  shells  cemented 
together  by  nature.  The  cochina  is  soft  enough  to  be  worked  easily 
with  a hatchet,  and  it  receives  a nail  like  wood,  but  is  very  durable  and 
unalterable  in  the  air.  The  body  of  the  church  is  built  of  white  brick, 
imported  from  Havre  into  this  place.  The  la^e  increase  of  population 
here  has  made  Jacksonville  the  emporium  of  Florida.  The  new  church 
has  been  opened  to  divine  worship,  although  it  has  not  yet  received 
the  ornamentation  intended  for  it,  because  the  old  one  was  no  longer 
safe. 

Key  West  (the  most  southern  point  of  Florida  and  of  the  United  States), 
Church  of  St.  Mary,  Star  of  the  Sea,  Rev.  J.  B.  Allard,  Rev.  F.  La 
Roque.  The  church  here  in  the  course  of  last  year  has  received  such 
large  additions  and  such  embellishments  that  it  is  now  virtually  a new 
church,  and  is  the  largest  and  handsomest  edifice  of  the  kind  in  Key 
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West.  This  enlargement  of  the  church  has  been  absolutely  necessary, 
because  there  has  been  lately  a large  accession  to  the  Catholic  popula- 
tion of  this  place,  a considerable  number  of  Cubans  having  left  their 
island,  only  a few  hours  distant  from  Key  West,  to  enjoy  here  inde- 
pendence from  the  Spanish  flag.

Mea- 
sures have  been  taken  to  build  here  a new  and  substantial  brick  churcli. 
It  has  been  dedicated  to  God,  under  the  patronage  of  St.  Michael,  in 
remembrance  of  Father  Michael  de  Annon,  who  suffered  martyrdom 
in  this  place  at  the  time  of  the  Indian  Rebellion  against  the  Catholic 
clergy.

COLORED  CONGREGATIONS. 

The  Catholic  colored  population  of  the  diocese  has  received  a due  share 
of  attention  from  the  clergy,  and  the  results  have  been  very  consoling 
in  St.  AugusUne,  where  ^ men  have  organised  a nourishing  society 
under  the  name  of  St,  Benedict's  Colored  Caiholie  Benevolent  Associa- 
tion, the  patron  saint  of  the  Society  being  St.  Benedict  the  Moor,  a col- 
ored man  canonized  in  the  present  century  by  Pius  VII.  Under  the 
guidance  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  there  are  also  Catholic  associa- 
tions in  a very  prosperous  state  among  the  colored  women  and  girls  of 
St.  Augustine  ; St,  Monica's  Society,  for  the  care  of  the  sick ; St,  Fran- 
ces' Society,  for  married  women ; Cecilia's  Society,  for  young  colored 
women.  The  young  colored  boys  here  have  lately  l^en  organized  into 
a Society  of  St,  Joseph,  The  colored  Catholic  population  of  St.  Au- 
gustine is  large  enough  to  require  for  their  accommodation  an  enlarge- 
ment of  the  dihedral ; this  is  now  being  executed. 

In  Fernandina  the  color^  people  have  a flourishing  congregation.  The 
Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  have  also  opened  schools  for  the  colored  people, 
not  only  in  St.  Augustine,  but  also  in  Mandarin,  Jacksonville,  and 
Fernandina.  In  other  places  the  Church  has  not  mode  any  gain 
among  the  colored  population.  The  very  limited  number  of  the  clergy, 
and  their  yet  more  limited  pecuniary  resources,  are  the  causes  of  this 
momentary  sterility,  while  Northern  fanatics,  well  salaried  by  their 
societies,  have  put  up  in  many  places  meeting-houses  for  them,  where 
these  simple,  misguided  people  are  drawn  together  by  political  excite- 
ment, inflamed  harangues  in  the  name  of  liberty^  singing,  shouting, 
clapping  of  hands,  dancing,  confused  vociferations,  and  other  indeco- 
rous exhibitions,  whicli  they  fancifully  call  religious  worship.

INSTITUTIONS. 

St,  Augustine's  Academy,  The  Brothers  of  the  Christian  Schools  left 
their  house  during  the  war.  It  is  expected  they  will  soon  return.  In 
the  meantime,  a n^e  school  is  kept,  imder  the  patronage  of  the  clergy. 
All  branches  oif  instruction  will  be  taught  in  the  school,  including  Natu- 
ral Philosophy,  for  which  there  is  an  apparatus.  The  Bishop  has  lately 
orgfmized  this  school  to  destroy  the  pestiferous  influence  of  a new  exotic 
institution,  which,  by  means  of  money  wrung  from  the  Peabody  fund  and 
the  school-tax,  wages  war  against  the  ancient  faith  in  St.  Augustine,  and 
aims  at  introducing  Protestantism  and  infidelity. 

Sisters  of  St,  Jose/pK,  The  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  have  lately  been  intro- 
duced into  Florida,  where  they  labor  with  great  zeal  for  •the  instruction 
of  the  young.  They  have  schools  and  an  academy  in  St.  Augustine,  in 
Jacksonville,  in  Ma^arin,  and  in  Fernandina.

A neat  and  spacious  building 
has  just  received  its  completion,  and  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  have 
opened  a boarding-school  and  an  academy  for  the  childreh  of  the  settle- 
ment. Rev.  Mother  Julia,  Superioress.  The  convent  is  built  in  the  in- 
terior of  the  virgin  forests  of  Florida,  and  presents  special  attractions  for 
those  who  patronize  a rural  life.  For  the  accommodation  of  the  settlers, 
the  board  and  tuition  will  be  per  year  $150,  and  may  be  paid  in  the  pro- 
duce of  the  country  at  their  market  value. 

Sisters  of  the  Holy  Name  of  Jesus  and  Mary,  These  Sisters,  lately 
come  from  Montreal,  Canada,  have  opened  schools  and  a boarding  aca- 
demy in  Key  West.  Young  ladies  from  Florida,  and  also  from  the  Island 
of  Cuba,  which  is  very  near,  receive  there  a thorough  education.  Rev.

Content  and  Academy,  Tallahassee.  The  same  Sisters  of  the  Holv 
Name  of  Jesus  and  Mary,  encouraged  by  the  success  they  have  met  witli 
in  Key  West,  have  very  recently  established  a convent  and  opened  an 
academy  for  young  ladies  at  Tallahassee.  Rev.  Mother  Felicita,  Supe- 
rioress. 

Remake. — Catholic  gardeners  and  farmers  who  would  like  a pleasant 
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and  healthy  place  to  settle  in  would  do  well  to  try  the  neighborhood  of 
St.  Augustine.  This  place  was  originally  settled  by  Catholics,  and  the 
Catholic  element  prevails  there  to  this  day.  But  Catholic  settlers  are  in- 
vited to  come  in  order  to  counteract  the  efforts  of  some  bigoted  Presby- 
terians, who  see  with  malignant  sorrow  this  prevalence  of  the  Catholic 
element,  and  aim  at  destroying  it.  Thev  have  already  bought  out  of 
their  lots  and  ancestral  residences  some  of  our  poor  native  Catholics  who 
could  not  resist  the  temptation  of  cash.  A Catholic  capitalist  could  easily 
restore  the  balance,  and  confer  a lasting  benefit  on  religion.  The  coun- 
try in  St.  Augustine,  and  probably  throughout  Florida,  is  well  adapted 
to  the  cultivation  of  the  vine.  The  natives  of  this  place  have,  from  time 
immemorial,  cultivated  two  species  of  grape-vine,  probably  imported  from 
Spain  by  their  ancestors,  and  to  which  they  give  the  names  of  black  grape 
and  purple  grape.  The  black  grape,  which  gives  a red  wine,  very  good 
for  the  table,  and  the  purple  grape,  which  gives  a white  wine  similar  to 
the  Sauteme  and  the  Champagne,  grow  in  St.  Augustine  with  astonish- 
ing luxuriance,  and  the  people  do  not  remember  a year  in  which  there 
has  been  a scarcity  of  grapes  in  St.  Augustine,  or  a general  failure  of 
that  crop,  though  many  supposed  that  grapes  could  be  used  only  for  the 
table,  and  that  it  required  almost  a wizard  to  convert  the  juice  into  wine. 
It  is  also  believed  that  the  orange-tree  insect,  which  had  for  some  years 
back  blighted  the  prospects  of  Florida,  has  now  disappeared,  and  that 
delicious  oranges  can  now  be  obtained  everywhere  as  heretofore.  An 
unusual  frost,  however,  on  two  different  years  at  Christmas,  has  killed 
innumerable  orange  saplings,  without  injuring  old  trees.  Honest,  in- 
dustrious settlers,  furnished  with  a reasonable  capital,  can  scarcely 
meet  with  failure.

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Ireland  is  divided,  ecclesiastically,  into  four  Provinces,  named  after 
tha  four  Archiepiscopal  Sees,  Armagh,  Dublin,  Cashel,  and  Tuam,  which 
are  not  coincident  with  the  civil  Provinces  in  which  they  are  respectively 
situated.  The  Province  of  Armagh,  containing  the  Primatial  See  of  All 
Ireland,  embraces,  besides  the  civil  Province  of  Ulster,  the  whole  or  por- 
tions of  the  counties  of  Louth,  Meath,  Westmeath,  King’s,  and  Long- 
ford, in  Leinster,  with  Leitrim,  Sligo,  and  Roscommon,  in  Connaught ; 
the  Province  of  Dublin,  under  the  Primate  of  Ireland,  contains  a portion 
only  of  the  civil  Province  of  Leinster,  embracing  the  whole  or  portions 
of  the  counties  of  Dublin,  Kildare,  Wicklow,  Queen's,  Wexford,  Carlow, 
King’s,  Meath,  and  Kilkenny  ; the  Province  of  Cashel  is  mainly  coinci- 
dent with  the  civil  Province  of  Munster,  a small  portion  of  the  north  of 
Clare — the  Diocese  of  Kilmacduagh — being  suffragan  to  Tuam  ; whilst 
the  Province  of  Tuam  is  smaller  than  the  civil  Province  of  Connaught, 
and  includes  the  whole  or  portions  of  the  counties  of  Galway,  Mayo, 
Sligo,  Roscommon,  Clare,  and  King’s. 

The  Province  of  Armagh  includes  the  Diocese  of  Armagh,  with  the 
Dioceses  of  Meath,  Derry,  Clogher,  Raphoe,  Down  and  Connor,  Kilmore, 
Ardagh,  and  Dromore,  as  Suffragan  Sees ; total,  nine  Dioceses. 

The  Province  of  Dublin  includes  the  Diocese  of  Dublin,  with  the  Dio- 
ceses of  Kildare  and  Leighlin,  Ossory,  and  Ferns,^  as  Suffragan  Sees  ; 
total,  four  Dioceses. 

The  Province  of  Cashel  includes  the  Diocese  of  Cashel,  and  the  Dio- 
cese of  Emly  attached,  with  the  Dioceses  of  Cork,  Killaloe,  Kerry, 
liimerick,  Waterford  and  Lismore,  Cloyne,  Ross,  and  Kilfenora,  as  Suf- 
fragan Sees  ; total,  eight  Dioceses. 

The  Province  of  Tuam  includes  the  Diocese  of  Tuam,  with  the  Dio- 
ceses of  Clonfert,  Achonry,  Elphin,  Kilmacduagh,  Galway,  and  Killala, 
as  Suffragan  Sees ; total,  seven  Dioceses. 

There  are  thus  four  Dioceses^  each  presided  over  by  an  Archbishop, 
and  twenty-four  Suffragan  Sees,  or  a total  of  twenty-eight  Dioceses  in 
Ireland,  the  united  Sees  of  Kilmacduagh  and  Kilfenora  having  the  former 
suffragan  to  the  Archbishop  of  Tuam,  within  which  Province  the  whole 
Bishopric  is  usually  placed,  whilst  the  less  extensive  Diocese  of  Kilfe- 
nora is  suffragan  to  the  Archbishop  of  Cashel,  ^ .

The  location  is  exceedingly  salubrions,  and  every  possible  attention 
is  s^ven  to  the  health  of  the  pupils,  who  daily  exercise  nearly  three 
hours  in  the  open  air,  beginning  with  a half-hour's  walk  in  common  be- 
fore the  morning  studies  to  secure  the  bracing  effect  of  early  exercise. 
The  institution  owns  about  sixty-three  acres — over  half  of  which  is 
thrown  open  to  the  pupils  for  recreative  grounds — in  the  immediate 
Ticinity  of  the  Academy  they  are  tastefully  laid  out,  the  roads  macadam- 
ized, and  the  walks  flagged. 

The  Musical  department  has  the  most  exact  and  conscientious  atten- 
tion, and,  according  to  the  testimony  of  the  Academy  patrons,  gives  un- 
qualified satisfacticm.  Incentives  to  siudy  are  many  and  well-chosen, 
and  the  general  discipline  of  the  school  is  on  the  home  {Hrinciple: 
Mutual  a&etion  and  tender  consideration. 

No  pains  shall  be  spared  to  make  the  pupils  proficient  in  French, 
and  recent  arrangements  to  facilitate  its  acquirement  promise  success.

The  Commercial  Coarse,  principally  tanght  in  Engflish,  embraces 
the  English  and  French  Languages  and  Literature,  Mathematics  and  the 
other  branches  named  above ; moreover  Book-keeping,  and  whatever  else 
may  fit  a young  man  for  commercial  and  industrial  pursuits. 

It  comprises  four  classes:  Grammar,  Literature,  Rhetoric,  and  Phil- 
osophy. 

There  ^re,  moreover.  Elementary  and  Preparatory  Classes  for 
younger  students. 

The  system  of  Education  is  paternal : the  teachers  endeavor  to 
unite  kindness  with  firmness,  and  make  use  of  the  means  of  persnasion 
in  preference  to  those  of  severity.
